•ANGELINA JIMENEZ

At 25, Angelina Jimenez 
weighed barely 95 pounds and 
stood a good inch under five feet. 
But she says she could kill with a 
bayonet and rifle and ride a horse 
into battle with the fiercest men 
in Pancho Villa’s army. 

And she could whip up a de¬ 
pendably lethal batch of home¬ 
made gun powder in her spare 
time. 

She is Angelina Jimenez de 
Vasquez today — Angelina to 
everybody who knows her. She 
lives in a modest home on Murtha 
Drive in San Jose. 

At 94, she has yet to reach five 
feet, although she has added a 
few pounds to her frame. 

She has aged with neither meek¬ 
ness nor resignation. She appears 
as alert and feisty as she must 
have been as a guerrilla warrior 
in the Mexican Revolution of 
1910-20. 

She is a familiar figure at 
Mexican - American community 
affairs. If there’s a dance or party, 
16 chances are Angelina will be 


there. 

Since 1973, Angelina has been 
president of the Veteranos de la 
Revolución Mexicana, a hardy 
band of survivirs of the revolu¬ 
tion. 

“There used to be 60 members 
in San Jose,” she says, “but many 
have died and most others are ill. 
There aren’t many now.” 

She says she has tried to resign 
“many times since 1973 but they 
will not accept my resignation. I 
am not like Diaz. 

Angelina refers to Porfirio Diaz, 
the Mexican strongman who had 
been president of Mexico for 
many years when the Revolution 
erupted. 

“Diaz was a hated dictator,” 
says her close friend Nicholas Du¬ 
ran, 80, who also fought in the 
revolution and today is secretary 
of the Veteranos. 

Duran says that under fDiaz 
“there were only extremes. The 
rich and the government owned 
everything. The poor were desper¬ 
ate.” 

Desperate enough to start a 










bloody revolution. 

In that revolution, Duran and 
other veterans say, Angelina, 
“was a damn good soldier.” 

The blood, fire and fury of the 
revolution have cooled a bit in 
her memory over the decades but 
they still warm her blood when 
she reaches back in time. 

“I joined Villa’s army in 1911 
when I was 25,” she recalls. “I 
took an oath to fight and protect 
the Mexican (revolutionary) flag 
and that I would assume the role 
of a man until there was peace.” 

She joined Villa’s forces be¬ 
cause her father, Manuel Jimenez, 
was a revolutionary general and 
she was “very attached to him and 
didn’t want to leave him.” 

Because of the wartime dangers, 
Jimenez had decided to put his 
family on a ship to Baja Califor¬ 
nia for their safety. 

Angelina jumped ship before it 
ever left the dock. “They were 
unloading sugar cane and I 
jumped off with it,” she says. 

“I walked eight days to reach 
my father with the revolutionary 
army in the Sierra de la Chigiri 
near the Gulf of Mexico,” she 
says. “He was living in cave in 
the wilderness.” 

The army was campaigning 
against government troops. An¬ 
gelina was put to work as a sen¬ 
try, then learned to make gun¬ 
powder. 

“We made our gunpowder out 
of bat manure, black beans, sul¬ 
phur powder and a wild river 
plant called ‘chámese,’ ” Angelina 
says. 

An odd and no doubt particular- 
lv pungent mixture — but she 
says it worked. 

Angelina soon graduated to 
combat. “I was made a full- 
fledged soldier after my first com¬ 
bat,” she recalls proudly. “I 


dressed just like the men and 
carried a 30-30 rifle with bayonet 
and a dagger. I learned to use 
them very quickly.” 

For a time, she was Villa’s flag- 
bearer, which put her at the head 
of the troops in battle. 

Did she kill? 

“Of course, in the line of duty. 

At war, it is kill or be killed. How 
many did I kill? Nobody 
counted.” 

Did she know Villa personally? 

“Oh, sure. He respected me and 
expected the other soldiers to re¬ 
spect me. He issued an ordr that 
I was to be treated just like the 
men, as a soldier.” 

Angelina thinks there were 
“only about three women who 
actually fought in the army. 

Angelina served six and a half 
years with Villa. She says she was 
promoted to lieutenant in 1913. 
Then she and her father were 
captured and imprisoned. She 
smuggled 100 ounces of gold in¬ 
side. 

“I bribed the cooks who came 
into feed us and walked out with 
them,” she says. “Then I started 
running and didn’t stop until I 
reached the United States.” 

She married an American 
soldier, Felix Romero, at Ft. Bliss, 
Texas. He died in a mine accident 
after leaving the army. 

Angelina came to San Jose in 
1940, married Ramon Vasquez 
and they operated four restaur¬ 
ants over the years. He died in 
1963. 

Angelina and Duran remember 
with deep satisfaction the revolu¬ 
tion they helped win. They cite 
these accomplishments: 

“The revolution gave the peo¬ 
ple public schools for all, land 
grants for the poor, free elections, 
separation of church and state and 
civil rights.” 17

You’re inquiring whether the 
’80s will really be the decade of 
the Hispanics? And how they’ve 
progressed through decades past? 

You’ve come to the right person. 

‘I’m an expert on decades. I’ve 
been through several of them. 

As for Hispanics, I am one. 

I wasn’t always. In fact, for 
most of the ’60s and into the ’70s, 
I was a Chicano. And in the ’50s, 
I was Mexican American. 

Beofre that? Well, in the ’40s I 
was Latino, in the ’30s, I was 
mostly called “kid” or “joven” — 
sometimes “Pancho” —and in the 
’20s, I was Mexican. I was bom 
in Gomez Palacio, in the state of 
Durango. 

It’s nice, here in the ’80s, to be 
consulted. In those earlier decades, 
my views weren’t sought out very 
often, even by my parents and 
brothers and sisters. I was No. 13 
in a family of 14. 

In 1930, I moved with my 
parents to the United States. 
(They had immigrated briefly 
twice before—in 1911 and 1916.) 
The depression was on. We spent 
a while in El Paso, Texas, and 
moved on to the warmer climes 
of San Diego. 

There the U.S. government re¬ 
patriated my jobless father to 
Mexico. My mother, who had a 
job, and some of the rest of us re¬ 
mained. We waited eight years for 
my father to return. 


So I characterize the ’30s as 
years of poverty and rejection for 
U.S. Hispanics. 

It took a war, but the ’40s were 
better, much better (unless you 
got caught up in a “zoot suit 
riot,” as they were called). I 
graduated from high school, 
served in the Army, and used the 
G.I. Bill to get a college degree. 

So label the ’40s as years when 
Hispanics proved their loyalty and 
bravery, and awakened to the edu¬ 
cational opportunities which sur¬ 
rounded them. 

In the ’50s, I became a teacher 
and administrator, and a joiner. I 
joined the American G.I. Forum, 
which sprouted up after World 
War II to assist Mexican Ameri¬ 
can veterans. I joined the Urban 
League, the Democratic Party, 
and the Community Service Or¬ 
ganization. In CSO, I met Fred 
Ross, a legendry organizer of 
Mexican Americans, and was im¬ 
pressed by his words and actions. 

Put the ’50s down as the decade 
Hispanics started getting involved 
with others. 

The ’60s heaved with turmoil 
in the fields, on the streets, in the 
schools . . . the Chavez grape 
strike, the birth of Raza Unida 
and the Brown Berets, Tijerina’s 
courthouse raid. 

A personal memory was 1966, 
when I was one of 50 Mexican 
American “leaders” chosen by 
Chairman Franklin D. Roosevelt, 

Jr. to meet in Albuquerque, N.M., 
with the new Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission. 

It was an ego trip till the plane 
landed. FDR Jr. didn’t even bother 
to show up. The only Commis¬ 
sioner who did was brand new. 

We walked out, demanding a 
meeting with President Johnson. 

A few weeks later, the meeting 23

was held. I moved from a job with 
California’s Department of Edu¬ 
cation to the U.S. Office of Edu¬ 
cation. 

We spent much of the ’6Ck 
banging on doors, sometimes with 
our heads. 

The ’70s were good to me. I 
was president of East Los Angeles 
College, with its student body of 
20,000 for five years. I was ap¬ 
pointed to serve on the Commis¬ 
sion which, a dozen years earlier, 

I had walked out on. 

But not all Hispanics fared so 1 
well. Ruben Salazar, a voice, was 
killed. Many Americans turned 
their backs on civil rights causes 
they had espoused in the ’60s. 
Hispanic growth was rapid nu¬ 


merically, but inadequate in so¬ 
cial achievement. 

Now come the ’80s. Young, 
trained Hispanics, who can meas¬ 
ure time and progress by propiti-* 
ous moments, not decades, are 
ready in the wings. They know 
the body language of The Third 
World. They’re equipped with a 
cultural and a political sensivity 
that leaps tall borders in a single 
bound. 

If the United States will forget 
its “Hispanic problem” these 
critical years, if it’s smart enough 
to acknowledge their talents and 
exploit their inherent wisdom, 
Hispanic Americans will help find 
the peaceful path through a dec¬ 
ade that will test this nation as it 
has never been tested before.
